The lunchroom is 
connected with the 
Industrial Management 
Department of Alabama 
College and is used 
as a training school 
for the college girls 
studying diatetics. 
This reduces supervis- 
ory costs. 

The Montevallo lunch 
room participates in 
the Federal Lunchroom 
program. Under this 
program the U.S. Govern 
ment gives six or seven 
cents per meal depend- 
ing on the amount of 
staple foods used. In 
addition, the govern- 
ment donates commodi- 
ties such as butter, 
cheese, potatoes, pea- 
nut butter, dried eggs 
and milk. 

Without the aid of 
these two agencies it 
would be impossible to 
offer such meals at the 
present rate of 20¢.

Dr. Caldwell stated 
that we have troops 


all over the world to-| 


day for the same rea- 
son that Washington 
organized an army in 
1776. He called this 
reason self-determina- 
tion which he defined 
as "the right to gov- 
ern our own affairs" 
or "the right to make 
our own mistakes." 

"We think the Ko- 
reans should have the 
right to determine 
their own destiny", 
said Dr, Caldwell. He

snuffed out this right.

Diversified Occupa- 
tions is a vocational 
program which provides 
students an opportunity 
to learn a vocation 
while still in school. 
Under this program, a 
student chooses an oc- 
cupation which he wishes 
to enter. A supervisor 
helps him to study the 
trade of his choice in 
school and provides 
him with a part-time 
job in this work outside 
of school. This pro- 
gram makes up the elec- 
tive portion of a stu- 
dent's curriculum. He, 
of course, takes the 
same required courses 
as other students. 

A D.O. department 
depends entirely on co- 
operation between the 
school and the business 
men who would agree to 
employ and help train 
student workers. Mr.
